CUBAN EEVOLT. 

Condemnation of the Movement by 
Former Insnrgent LeatJers— Prac- 
tically a Failure. 



Insnrfi^cnt Bands Dispersed — Larg^e 
Nnrabera of Sympatliisers Cap- 
tared and Imprisoned. 



Havana, Feb, 28.— The committee sent 
to Santiaiio City by the Bi'iro Insurgents, 
arrived there lait night. They did nob see 
the Governor-General, bnt bad a long eon- 
ferenoe with Gen. Laobambro, oommander 
of the troopa ordered out to aupproaa the 
revolt. They defined tho attitude of tho in 
Burgonts to the aathorltiea and explained to 
him the reforma that they desired. The 
commilitee are now returniag to Baire ac 
coinpanied by a delegation from the Auton- 
miat party in Santiago. The regular troopa 
overtook tho UuAntanamo Inaurgonta last 
ovt ninf^ uni'i opened firo on Ihem. Tho in- 
flui;;LntB stood ihoir ijround after tiioy saw 
ih'ii/ further llitiht would bo uaeh.ua. Tlio 
riibiili of iho ti^lit ia not known hero, M ir- 
eo^ GureiiV, fornii'riy a revolutionary leuder, 
but now niayiir uf SanotI Spirkua, baa isauod 
a proclamation oondemniu^' tlio insurgent 
loadera and e.xhortinfi all Cuban patriots, 
f/hatcver their party afllliat iona may bp, to 
discoiiruge tho prosout revolt, which ho says 
oiiiinot biiuuiied and will reault only in liarm 
to tho iolund. 

Tho inRurgenb band led by Marrero noor 
.Jaguey Qntnd, in the province of Mataczta, 
has been disperaod by regular troopa, A 
few of ita membera have been arrested and 
others have been driven to seek refuge far 
from the town. There ia aa little sympathy 
with the insurgents in Mataozas as in 
Havana and Santiago. The revolt la con- 
demned aa hopoleaa and injurious to alt tho 
beat intereats of I he island. Tho warahip 
Infanta Isabel sailed last evening for Santi- 
ago, The F.'onoiaoa and Urbane Sanchez, 
which left S.'intiuRo on accatmt of tho inaur 
rojtion, arrived here hist; uigln and suiled 
to d*y for Mt,icico. Dr. Pedro Betanoourt, 
who w,iH active in tho insurn'otiou, Iritd to 
sail for SpAln to-dsy, but vvi-s prevented by 
tho au'.horitieo. 

New Yop.k, F,<b 28 —Tho ater.mer Ori- 
zaba arrived from Havana to day with the 
drat dstaila of the inaurrecliou in Cuba 
Aocordipg to advloeo by tho steamer it was 
believed the insnrteotion would bo prompt- 
ly crushed by tho government, lo Is 
thought that owing to a divliion between 
the robola themiolves over the aeleotion of 
a leader of tho movemenr, plans and names 
of the revolution were betrayed to tho gov- 
ernment representatives. Some rebals de- 
manded the leleotion of a notorions brigand, 
Mannel Garcia, aa leader, bnt othera oppos- 
ed ill on tho ground that liia aeleotion would 
mean the loss of aympaihy and aapport of 
many oitlieni. On .the day the ateamer 
Bailed, Sunday last, the rebel general, 
Sangnillt and thirty members of the first 
families were arrested and imprisoned. A 
report was oirouUted that three hundred 
others were arrested on susplolon of aympa- 
thlzing with the rebels. 

PniLADKLPiiiA, Feb. 28 —Marcos Morales, 
president ol tho united Cuban olubs of this 
city, when oskod ai to the size of the out. 
break in Cuba answered : " That it Is 
large Is proven by the faob that tho Spanish 
Oovornor-General haa declared that two 
provinces of tho Island are In a state of siege 
and has proclaimed martial law. Tho two 
points ere at oppoeito ends of thu island 
namely, Mantozji aud Santiago de Cuba, 
Were it only the efforts of a few oompanles 
of bandits oarryiog on a gnerllla 
warfare aaoh atrong steps would 
have been anneoessary, and a few 
battalloni of soldiers would have been sent 
out against them and very likely would 
have boon auffiolenb." "This time," he con 
tinued, " we are well prep&rod in every 
way, well organizjd and armed, and It will 
be a bloody war. In the last revolt the 
party was greatly hampered by the laok of 
good arma. Now all that ia changed and 
wo have in tho laland aufiiolent atorea to 
fully arm and equip ,'iO,000 men." 

Madrid, Fob. 28.— Tho Cortes devoted 
Bevoral hours to-day to a dlBcusuion of 
Cuban aHiiira. Tbo miniatera exprcpsad en- 
tire approval of the action of the Cuban 
oflioiala. Tho leaders of all aeotions of tho 
opposition, including oven tho Weat Indian 
Autonomiffs, offered their full support of 
all tho tlfjrta to quell tho outbreak. Six 
thousand troopa are held in readinoaa to em- 
bark to Havana. All the available troopa 
in Porto Kloo also are ready to 
start for Cuba in case of need. 



BD8SIA AND POLMD. 

Exlatlnir DlBablllUeB Uneh Leas RlBoroaa 
Tiian Under Qencral Oonrko. 

London, Feb, 28.— The Daily News oor- 
reapondent in Odessa says: Helena Mod- 
jeska has been forbidden to fulfil her on- 
gagoment with tho WaraikW theatre. She 
ascribes this prohibition to her lootnrea in 
Chicago and remarka that under General 
Gourko'a regime she would have been ex- 
pelled or arrested. Count Sohonvaloff, the 
new Governor of Ruoslan Poland, has issued 
an order permitting telegrams In the Polish 
langnage. He attends the aoolal events of 
the Polish elite and notably has Improved 
the tone of sooiety in Warsaw. 



MEW FBENOH GUN 

HacceBSfuUy Submitted to a Uost I3evcre 
Test— Uetslled Deaoriptiou of 
tbe Weapon. 

Paris, Feb 28,— The war department has 
oomplet'ed experiments with a new gun 
which Is guaranteod for a thousand rounds. 
After 3,000 rounds had boon fired with tho 
hoavioat charges of emokoless powder, tho 
rifling waa found in fair condition. Tho 
murzlo velocity of tho projootllo was 6,000 
foet por second. Tho gun is made of hard 
compered stool, lb has a choke boro of such 
construction that as the projeotllo movoa 
forward in tho barrel tho bands of the rifling 
I eoome larger and closer so that the copper 
forming tho drivirc; band In oonstantty eot 
out. Tho discharge of gaa between the pro- 
jootile and the walla of the gun and the eon- 
sequent erosion of the gun are thus pre- 
vented. The gun has a bore of about six 
loobes and Is between S22 and 25 feet long, 



IMPERIAL PARLIAHENT. 

The Bedreted Behrln?|8ea Award— Wrish I)la 
estabIiBiiment-~Ttae Irish Land Bill. 

LoNDOK, Feb. 28.— In the House of Com' 
mona to-day Undor Foreign Secretary Grey 
said he waa not aware whether tho rejection 
by tbe American congcesa of tbe award of 
the Behriog sea tribunal waa final. If it 
waa In aooerdanoa with the arrangement the 
claim would have to be examined in detail 
by a commission. England's expenditure In 
oonneotlon with the Behring sea arbitration, 
ho said, waa nearly thlrty-aoven thousand 
pounds. 

The Secretary further ntated that Guato 
mala had boon urged to settle with its Uritiah 
croditora, and that an inquiry would be held 
in London aa to the oauao of tho damage of 
the atoamor Crathie supposed to have col- 
lided with tho Elbe.

Bebi,tn, Feb. 28.— The Koelnisohe Zai- 
tung taya tho Moscow Gazobto reported 
some time ago that Prince LobinoCf would 
succeed the late M. da Giera aa Rueeian 
njiniater of foreign afliira. The Piiiico in 
Lhut case would recavin probably the tillo of 
ch'incoflor, which lapsed after the death of 
Prince (JortBhcakdCT, 

LoNDO.N, Fib, 28 — Tho Morning Poat is 
itfurined Irum St. Peteraburg that I'riuce 
bobftnofTn appointment will not bo gi zitted 
until he ahull have proaontod his letters of 
roovll. Although gazilted from tho Berlin 
cmbasBy a month ago, Prinoo LobanofT haa 
not taken oflioial leave of Emperor Franz 
Joseph, to whom he was pruvinuely accred- 
ited, ll'j will probably not appear at his 
now poat In Brrlin at utt. 

The Dally News will remark to morrow 
that M. da Stael, BuBsian ambassador to 
Great Britain, failed of the appointment to 
the Russian foreign rffioe beoanae from the 
first ha showed the greatest relnotanoe to en- 
tertain tbe idea of a change of residence.

Nkw York, Fob. 28.— The board of 
working dolegatoa of tho Building Tradea 
held a meeting this afternoon. After the 
meeting President O'Brion said that reports 
had been received from almost all the points 
where strikea had been ordered on account 
of the dispute between the electrical work 
era and their employers, and that while some 
4,000 men in all had struck so far only six 
non-union men had been employed in their 
places. A letter was received by tbe strike 
committee from George F. Seward, president 
of the Fidelity & Caanalty Co., asking if 
they would submit tbe trouble to arbitra- 
tion. The eommlttee responded that they 
were ready at all times to do so, and would 
be pleased to have Mr. Seward act aa one 
of tbe arbitrators. A sub committee called 
on him and be said ho would advise the 
cantraotors to agree to arbitration.

Oper- 
atives havi) cnneonted to join.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to IJorrow tho Sum of 
8120,000 in Anticipation of the Re- 
ceipt of its Revenue for the Year 
1895. 

WHERKABby vtrtwe of tho HUBlolped Act, 
ISyi, and Amending Acte, every munloipality 
may under tho conditions contained therein, 
borrow from an; person such snm of money 
not excoedirg, howoror, an amount equal to 
Bovonty-flvo por cent, of tho amount of taxes 
colloctod during tho previous year (1891) of tho 
Bum that was levied Uiat year by a general 
rate upon land, improvomenta or real prop- 
erty In tho munloipality. and bearing such rate 
of intoroat aa may bo requlfllto, to moot tho 
current legal expenditure of tho Corporation, 
which bocomoB payable out of tho annual 
revenue before tho revenue for tho year bo- 
comes payable by the tax payors; 

And wiikrhas Bevonty-flvo por cent, of the 
amount of taxes upon land, improvements or 
real property, collected during the year IBM, of 
tho sum that was levied that yoar by a gonoral 
rate upon land, improyementa or real property, 
waa $124,390.13; 

And wniEREAB to moot the current legal ei- 
pondlturo of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for the year 1895, payable out of tbo 
annual revenue, before such revonno for such 
yoar becomes payable by tho tax payers. It la 
roquisitei for tho said Corporation to borrow 
thesumof 9m.000; 

TiiEREFORB tho Mnnloipal Cotincil of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts aa 
follows : 

Soc. 1. It ahall bo lawful tor tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance' Committee thereof, to borrow upon 
the credit of the said Corporation from any 
person or persons, firm or firma, corporation or 
corporatlona who may bo willing to advance 
tho aame, the anm of $120,000, in such amounts 
and at such times aaanbjeot as hereinafter pro- 
vided tho same may In tho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho Finance Committee of the 
Council bo required, bearing interoat at a 
rato not oxceodiog live por oentum per annum. 

Sec. a. The money bo borroweil ^all be ex- 
pended In defraying the onrront legal oxponsea 
of the said Corporation for tho yoar 1895, and 
shall, togethor with tho interoat thoreon, bo 
ro-payablo and repaid to the londor or landers 
thereof, on or before the Slat day of December. 
1895, ont of the mnnloipal revenue (or the said 
year. 

Sec. S. The amonnt so tiotrowed and interest 
thereon shall be a liability of the aald Corpora- 
tion payable out of tho municipal revenue for 
current year 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo given aa acljnowlodgmont of such llabliity 
shall be a promiasory note or notes to tho said 
lender or lenders as the sums may bo required, 
signed by tho Mayor and Uio FlnancoCommlttee 
and tho Clerk of the said Corporation, and 
bearing tho seal of tlie said Corporation, all of 
which notoB shall bo mado payable on or be- 
fore the Stst Dccombor, 1895, and ahall oontala 
a clause that tho liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory note or notea 
shall be a liability payable ont of the mnnloipal 
revonno for the current yoar 1895. 

Soc. 1, In tho construction of this liy-Iaw tho 
exprosaionu "Land" and "Improvomenta," 
and " Real Property," shall have roapoctively 
tlie moaning given to them in the Mnnloipal 
Act, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

Soo. 5. This Bylaw may be cited aa the "An- 
nnal Loan By-law, 189&''

West Wltb Tide Water on Uie 
HndsoD. 

Waskinoton, Fab. 28. — In the senate yce 
terday Mr. AIHbod introduced a bill to in 
eorporato the Miiricimo Cjnal of North 
Amorioi, to authorizs tho oouatruotion of 
nsvigablo oamla]throuc;h tho territory of tho 
United States between tho sroa6 lakes, tho 
St. Liwronco river and tide water on tho 
Hudson river and other worlca nouesaary and 
doeirablo in connection therewith, to regu 
late commerca on and over ouch canals and 
works and to establish the same ae military 
and post roads. The capital stools of the 
canal company is fixed at $10,000,000, and 
a bonded indebtedness of $300,000,000 is 
aurboriztd. 

Ilie aompany is empowired to construct a 
oan*! from some point near the head of tide 
water navigation on the Hudson to somo 
point on Lake Ch&mplain; also from sonic 
point at or near the head of Like St. Fran- 
cis to some point on the St. Lawrence abovo 
the rapids, known as the "Long Sault"; 
also, from a point at or near Lewiaton on 
the Niagara river to soma point on the same 
river abuve the falls, of snob din-ensions suf- 
fioient to admit of two of the largest veiiels 
drawioK 20 feet of water, and patsing eaiih 
other in the obannol at foil speed. The I 
plans for tho construction of this oanni are 
t<J bi> uppi-jved by the tieorotsry of War; aH. | 
tolls are to bo ap;jroved Iv/ ihu Intor-Stuto 
Commorco Comnueaion. Work ia to begin 
within dvo years from the paesuga of this 
act and tho cinal to bo completed in ton 
years.

THE SEALING AWAED. 

Befasal to Vote an Jkpproprlatlon to Fay tlic 
Award Discredits the Uood Ifatth 
of the United States. 

(From tho Seattle Press-Times.) 
Tho refusal cf oon({reis to vote an appro- 
priation to pay the award mado by tho 
Paris arbitral ion pn the sealing question 
will oast diaoredit npon the good faith of 
this countrr- We went into the arbitra- 
tion undertaking to abide by the resnlb, 
just as we went into the fishery arbitra- 
tion undertaking to abide by the result of 
it. 'The arbitrators in the latter asseaied 
the amount whtob we. ought to pay at 
$^,000,Q(^. It was doubtless exoeasive ; but 
the national honor was at stake and the 
amount was paid. This congreas seems to 
oare neither for national credit in tiuance or 
national honor in diplomacy. The ground 
upon whiob tho appropriation for the seal- 
log award was refused was that many of the 
olaimacts are American citizsos, who simply 
hoisted tho British fiig on thoir schnonore 
to eaoape liability to tho laws of tlio United 
Stales. There is probably no doubt about 
this ; but it) seems to bo a lato hour in the 
day to raise tho question. Tho time to have 
done so was before tho award was given. 
This country favors tho setblomenl of inter- 
national disputes by arbitration and will not 
approve of tho aotlon of oongrosa in tbls 
matter.

OTTEE HDNTING. 



Improved JTacilltles for Carrrine: on the 
llleeai Slaughter. 

San Francisco, Feb. 28.— The North 
Americin Coninicroial Oompany'a sohoonrr 
C. G. White sailed yesterday on a soa otter 
hunting expedition to Alaska. She carries 
twenty-five men, rifles and the usual ouliit 
for animal butchery, .ilso four engineers for 
steam launchss, which the company uses in 
preference to tlie slow moving oauoea of the 
Indian hunters, who are aupposod to do 
hunting for tho pelts of the exoeedingly 
valuable sea otter. 

The revenue laws are mnat atrineont on 
the point that no whito mau bhall kill or 
capture this animal in the waters of Bebrioi; 
sea and along the Alaska coast, but the C. 
G. White baa signed proscribed hunters 
here who will receive $7 50 for every akin 
they bring over the side of the schooner 
Morenver, they are provided with a stock of 
new Wlnohestor rifles, the n«e of which will 
make tbo vcasel liable to aetiure, as only 
uinbs, gpeara and ibotguni are to be uied 
by ludinnp, who alone arc permitted to 
hunt!. The launch enginet-ra t>rs em 
ployed at $40 a month for thn aeaaoo, 
and with iheae small, swift ttcamctti Martiig 
among the coves and inlsta of the iiuuiir^ 
grounds tho chancoB of otter to ascape and 
of the Indiana to realize wagts fi»m their 
capture, are reduced to a minimum, though 
it has boon tho Intention of tho govtrnmcnt 
to leave the sea otter to the Indiana. The 
Bohooner White haa caused ths goreramant 
a great deal of trouble, and hai twice bssn 
seisod for illegal bunting. The eohooner 
yaoht Rattler, owned by the Paoifio Xrading 
Company, ia also fitting out for an ettcr 
hunting cruise. 

BI-UBTALLISU IN ENGLAND. 

The Government's Acoeptsnee of the Bl- Hetalllo 
Beaolntion Ne Indication of Policy. 

LoNDOir, Feb. 28.~The aocepiianoe by the 
govemmeot of the bi-metalliat reaolntion in 
the Hoaae of Commons doea not indioato 
any change of miniaterial opinion on the 
correnoy problem. Tho bl-motallists, in otft 
der bo catch votes, watered down thoir mo- 
tion BO that It involved no declaration of 
principle and merely committed its support- 
ers to tho approval of sending a Hritlsh rop- 
rosontativo to any future international cur- 
rency Donference, Sir William Vernon Har- 
court agreed to that proposal, bub at the same 
time reiterated with the utmost emphasia 
tho Btatemenb th^t Eagland's prosperity ia 
b.jund up entirely with tho maintenance of 
tho gold standard. The wholo dead weight 
of r^Uuial fin<iucial opinion remains opposed 
to bi-nietalliBm, and its adoption at present 
ia wholly outside the ran^e of t>ri).otioal 
politiog. Any representative aent by the 
present government to a carrenoy conference 
will be a mono-metallist, and though 
Balfour ia a bi-metailiet, no Tory govern- 
ment would attempt to alter the currency 
policy of England, as all the other Tory 
fioanoial anthoritiea are against bi-metal- 
liem.

Many of those Intersated 
in tho Bottlemout of tho o'.uima are in 
sore need of tlic money due them. 
Taking everything into oonaideration, 
it seems to ai bat reasonable that 
the British Qovernment Bboold eome 
to their aid and adyanoe the £80,000 or so 
that Mr. Oresham ofTorod in aettletnent of 
the aottlora' cUlma, That Government oau 
afford to wait until the money Is paid, but 
tho British Columbia sealers cannot. We 
trust that ths Dominion Qovernment will 
do what ib oan to help the sealers in thia 
matter. Representations from it will have 
groat weight with the Homo Government. 
Tho Miniator of Juatico undorstanda tho 
eubject thoroughly. Ho is in a poaitlon to 
lay the matter foroibly and fairly before the 
I'ltitiah Miniatry, and we are greatly mia> 
taken if he does not make every poaaible 
effort to have jastioe done to the sealers who 
have received auoh asrioua injoty and who 
have borne their wronga so patiently.

UNPRINOIPLED ACTION. 

The action of tho United Statea Senate 
with reapecD to the sam offered aa oompenaa- 
tion to the British Colnmbia sealers by Mr. 
Seoretary Oresham is not creditable to 
what was once called the Great Republic. 
!Fhere was certainly nothing great in back- 
ing out of an arrangement made with Great 
Britain by a high oflicial who roproaonted 
the people of the United Statea. 

The Secretary of State, who had studied 
the Behring Sea question deeply and who 
had seen all the evidence in favor of and 
againsb the sealers' olaime, was oerbaihiy a 
better judge of the roasonable- 
neaa of thoao claims than Sonat- 
ora who nioati probably knew little 
or nothing of tho subject, and who ap- 
proached it with the determination, regard- 
less of their ooun try's honor, to nndo as far 
as poaaible, what a member of the Adminis- 
tration which they hato and aro bound to 
disoredlt had dono. 

I. is now well known that the Amorioan 
Government was from the very beginning of 
this sealing business in the wrong. It 
claimed a jnrisdiotion over the waters of 
Behring Sea which the ablest and the moat 
learned of American publiclata deolared it 
did not poaaeaa. It instructed its servanta 
to search and sel^a on tho high aeao tho 
voaaola of a friendly pov,'or. Thoao sorvanta 
In obediencs to ordera took posaeaslon of 
British vessels, imprisoned their orewa and, 
having kept them confined for a time, liber- 
ated them on tho beach at Alaska in a per- 
fectly dcatituto condition to make their way 
home aa boat they might. After having 
ruined tho buainoea — tho lawful buainesa — -of 
thoao British subjects and destroyed tboir 
property, the United States Senators refuse 
to give them the compensation to which the 
Paris Arbitration declared thoy were en- 
tilled and which a member of tho United 
States Cabinet with tho oonsont of the Proai- 
■V dent agreed to pay. 

The Senators refused to voto for tho com- 
pensation money to pay which tho 
faith of the Republic Is pledged 
on grounds that had boon fully 
considered before tho offer was made. They 
asserted that the voaaola wore oivnod by 
United Statea oltizons. It had been proved 
that their owners wore, without a single ez- 
oeption, Britiah subjeots. They deolared 
that the olaims were for spscalative or eon- 
struottvo damages. Every part of the 
claim that had been considered speonlative 
or conatruotive had been withdrawn. The 
claim was for in jurioBuotuallyButrGrod through 
tho unlawful and unjuatifiable action of tho 
United States Government. The Senators, 
as wo have said, had resolved to disallow 
the olaims and to repudiate the aeb of the 
Government, and they had no diffionlty in 
finding pretexts for the oourao thoy took. 
It Boema never to have entered their minds 
that it ia tho part of honoab men to right a 
wrong that thoy bad done, and to make 
reatitutlon to men whom they had unlaw- 
fully despoiled of their property. They 
recognized no moral obligation in the 
matter, neither did they aay one word that 
would lead the roodor of the debate to con- 
clude that they saw either cruelty or Injustloo 
in keeping men for yoara out of money 
which ia justly their duo. 

The sealers have been nearly ten years 



years sgo, and that nervous diseases, 

or what are supposed to bo nervous 
disoascB, arc nob so prevalent as many be- 
lievo them bo be. He alao leada his readers 
to conolade that over-work in men of mature 
years and over.study in young persons aro 
not ao prodnotive of evil effects as many lm< 
agine. His opinion seems to ba that aotlvlty 
of mind and body, oven what muny oon- 
a'd ir undue uotivity, in nob of itaelf injur- 
ious to tho nervous aystom. " The men or 
women," ho says, "who having inherited a 
f *Ii ly sbfttla nervous ayatem, work their 
brains so as to get most out of them ; are tem- 
perate in meat and drink and secure their 
own portion of fresh nir ; who : 

" ' Arm tholr constaot and their nobler paria 
. AKBlnatgiduy, loose suggestions,' 

"And who keep out bf railway aooidenta 

may fight their way without making for the 

doctor," 



ARB WE A BBALTBYOENBRATIOS? 

Wo are continually hearing tho comploint 
that men and wumon aro not bo strong and 
ao healthy as they uaod to be. Disease, it ia 
asserted, is more oommon than formerly, 
particularly disease of the nerves. The 
stress and strain, the anxieties and tho an 
noyances of modem life are wearing men 
out and they aro broken down before they 
live out hulf their liaya. Miduoaj haa ba 
oomo common and that state of nervous 
excitability Whioh is h.irdly to be dla- 
tlngulshed from insanity Is provallicg 
everywhere among men of all classes and 
all conditions. Suioides, say those who be- 
wail what they oonaidor the degonoraoy of 
the age, are becoming alarmingly frequent. 
In fact men's nerves from one cause and an- 
other are overstrained and have booomo un- 
fit to do the work for which they were 
made. 

This complaint is so general and so many 

faots are adducad to ehow thit it ia well 
grounded, that there are very few unprofos- 
alonal peraona who will venture to oontra- 
dlot those who make it, confidently and 
volubly. Yet there are men, physicians of 
reputation, who tell ua that nervous 
diseases are not more oommon now than 
they were a century or half a century ago, 
and that the men and women of to-day are 
not more prono to inaanity than wore their 
grandfathera and their grandmothers. 
Every generation, they say, has Its pot mal. 
adies. It is nob so long ago that people at- 
tributed almost all their ailmeuts to their 
livers ; now when they feel bad and out of 
sorts tho bl&mo ia laid upon thoir nervea. 
Profeeaor S. Clifford AUbutt, who contri- 
butes a very ablo and a very readable paper 
to the February number of the Contempor- 
ary Review, oomforts the readers 
of that periodical by telling them that 
men and women are as healthy now as over 
they were, and that there is nothing partic- 
ularly wrong with their norvoa. Ho ia an 
old ntnllcman, but, unlike many old men, ho 
ia disposed to do juatico to the young people 
of the present day. He says : 

As I have no longer youth I must be coo. 
tent with memory and ezperienoe, and I do 
not hesitate to aay that when I look back on 
the young men and women of forty and 
thirty yoara ago, I am amazed rather at 
the pbysicil splendor and the daabing 
energy of our young friends of to day. The 
world seema to have tilled with Apolloa and 
Dianas. Cheap food and olothing, improved 
sanitation, athletics, which bring temper- 
ance with them, frequent ohangea of air and 
scene, and a moro aoientifla regulation of 
h'ibita, Boom sinoo my adoloaoonoo to have 
tranalormod mlddlo-olasa youth ; and the 
change ia rapidly Bprouding downwards. 

Women cBpcclally acom changed f jr tho 
better, rreodoin to live their own lives, 
and tho enfranohiaoment of their faculties in 
a liberal education, which, phyBicnlly put, 
rncana the development of tholr braiua and 
norvoa, ao far from making women more 
whimsical or languorous seem not only to 
havo given them new oharms and froHhor 
and wider Interests in life, but also to have 
promoted in bhom a more rapid and con- 
tinuous flow of norvouB aplrlta, and to have 
warmed and animated them with a new 
vitality both of body and mind. 

Nervoua excitability, Profoaaor AUbutt 
does not regard as an evil. (,!ulte the con- 
trary. '* There ia," he says, " no more pro- 
tentiouB nonaenee than to say that our 
nerves aro too sonoitivo and too excitable. 
It Is of no uao to bo angry with an indiv- 
idual fool, but ono lo tempted to be angry 
with tho man or woman who bewails hia 
nervous excitability. May I ask what is tho 
virtue of nervea but to be exoitable — the 
more exoitable the more efficient ; as tho 
raoehorse diffara from an ass, so is man 
civilized by virtue of this very exoitability 
of his noryea. What does aword-play 
moan, or politioal debate, tho Gno lino of the 
painter, tho rare intonation of tho violinist 
— what mean these but the most 
exquisite exoitability of the nerves 7 
This physlciaa evidently believes 
that a dull uneventful life in whioh nothing 
occurs to stir the blood or to ruOlo tho 
tompor ia more woarinj,' on the nervoa than 
ono whioh is full of buainesa, whioh keeps o 
man'a fuoultleo continually on tho alorb. 
Ho speaks of a relation of his own who was 
rsstored to near ninety years of life by a 
perennial quarrel with a oo-trustee ; in- 
somnia was tho very stimulant ho required ; 
a disputed point of ritual hue saved many a 
country gentleman from an apoplexy." 

Tho rovlowur maintains that inaanity is 
not on tho iauronse, that suiuido Is not 
more oommon than it was many

LAURIBR'S BLUNDBR. 

The Times yesterday evanlng rcproduoes 
a grandiloquent passage from ono of Mr. 
Laurier's speeches in whioh he rebuked Sir 
Charles Hibberb Tnpper for having Inserted 
in ono of his addresses what was really a 
mild paraphase of a pasgago of one of Lord 
Salisbury's apoeohes. Mr. Liurior very 
probably did not know at the time that 
every word of his rebuko applied with 
greater force to the late Prime Minister 
of Groat Britain than ib did to 
tho Canadian Minister of Marine. 
It is amusing to think that the 
Liberal Loader who nob long ago was 
eager to persuade tho people of thia Dom- 
inion to aocept a trade policy the principal 
feature of which was discrimination against 
Great Britain in favor of the United States, 
should pose as bolng more loyal, and as having 
the reputation ol the Mother Country more 
at heart, than n Tory Primo Miniator. Mr. 
Laurlor, wo freely admit, doea not often 
make himself ridiculous ; ho has too much 
tact. But when ho rebuked Sir Hlbbert 
Tuppor for repeating the expressions used 
by Lord Salisbury ho, without putting too 
tine a point on it, made a fool of himself. 

Hero la the passage from Lord StUsbury's 
spooch paraphrased by the Minister of Jua- 
tico : — 

You know how tho Industry cf this town 
Is being orampid and fettered and confined 
by the growing wall of hostllo tariffs, which 
shut you out from most of bhe markets of 
the world. (Hear, hear.) I will nob now 
dlrcnss how far It may be possible for 
diplomacy to relieve you of that oonfiue- 
ment. I fear that most of the offers, most 
of bho advantages, whioh we might have 
offered to other nations of the world in re- 
turn for more favorable tariffs have been 
thrown away by tho want of foresight of 
former legislators. I doubt if that evil 
can be retraced ; but, at all events, yon 
muDt consider thia, that if you are boiog 
shut out by tarilTi from tho civilizjd 
markets cf the world, tho uncivil!/, id niir- 
kets have becnnio moro and more preciouH to 
you. Indeed, Ihesr iinciviir.i.d market 
Ihrnil'ii tohiicom^. lltc only field for Ihi: oprra 
lion.i of a prnjUahlc /iiisi/iis.s, and a< ririlr.a 
tion pro'/rr-i'ir.i and exploration ijirrccuie-< 
Ihosi uni-irilized nuirktti iri/l be Ihroirn open 
to you if only no poircr is atloired lo intcrpv-^c 
hclirten you irith il-i hostile larilji ami the 
beiiftil-i for irhich yon look (tltur, hoar.) 
Tne policy of the Govorument has boon, in 
place if cor place, to allow thoao markets to 
bo stolen from you. Vou know that in the 
Congo a treaty has been made whioh will 
have the effect of putting a highly 
protective and prohibitory tariff between 
our industry and the ooneumption of tho 
v^at native population of Africa, (Hear, 
hear.) The aamo thing Is the case In 
Madagascar. The French are being allowed 
to surround it, to make claims upon the sea 
coast which will enable Ihem to set np their 
tariffs and prevent you from reaching these 
markets. Russia, too, is advanoing aorose 
Central Asia and shutting nut the markets 
there from Manchester. (Hear, hear.) At 
all there polnta tho industry cf this country 
is suffering. Tho gnvernmont ia allowing 
other govornmonia to interfere and to raiao 
barriors of hoatilo tariilj. And I aak myself, 
why ia our governnumt poworloaa to do itn 
duty to tho country? (Cheers ) Well, my 
anawer is, because It has sacrificed the groat 
aim of this country — ib has saorifioed our 
military credit. (Cheers.)

Tho report stated : " A matter haa 
been called to tho attention of your commit- 
tee whiob deserves tho aorioua conalderaiion 
of your board, viz , tho recent admieaion of 
Chinese patients aa froo patients, whilst 
perfectly able to pjy- Tho majority of theao 
oases havo obtained signaturfS to their ad- 
miaalon c irda on tho medical certificate of 
Dr. Lang. There is at present in the hospi- 
tal a Chinaman who waa a pay patient of 
Dr. Jones and who agreed to pay him $25 
foe and $10 a week to the hospital, to have 
an operation at tho hospital. He somehow 
learned the value of Dr. Lang's oertifioates 
and having obtained one is now In the hoapi 
tal aa a free patient to be operated on by Dr. 
Pavie, while Dr. Jones has lost bis patient 
and the hospital has lost possibly $40or $50." 

Mr. Wilson stated th^t he bad signed the 
certlfiojkte. Dr, Lang had explained that 
tho Chinaman waa his patient, and had to 
go to tho hospital for proper treatment for 
an opDraiioD, but was unable to pay. If 
Dr. Richardson knew that the man oould 
pay it waB hia duty to havo refused him ad- 
miasion ns a free pixliont. 

Mr. l!,-own did not for a moment think 
Dr. Rionardson was to blame for admitting 
tho patient au long as he had a oortifioate. 

Tho mittor waa referred to tho committee 
of tho month wi;h full power to act. 

Mr. John Jardiao woa thanked for ofTar- 
Ing to make gratiutoualy an eatiinato of 
what painting waa required at tho hospital. 

It was decided to order a (juantity of felt 
slippers for u3o at I ho hoapltnl, Mr. Bradon 
ofTering to supply rubber for tho soles. 

The Chairman said ho had investigated 
complaints aa to meals eupplied the patients, 
and road the bill of fare, which waa cer- 
tainly varied enough to tatlafy any poraon. 
The rest of the board agreed in this viaw. 

Tho pay roll for tho month, $503.22, was 
ordered to bo paid if found correct. 

The board adjourned shortly after 9 
o'clock.

CHUBGH OF BNeLAND. 

Bishop I'errin, In an Interview In Montreal, 

Speaks of the I'romlalnn; Outlook— Ec- 
clesiastical Confederation. 

Rt. Rev. Bishop Perrin, who is on hia 
way to England, balng interviswed in Mon- 
treal, remarked that tho outlook for tho 
Church of England in the far Wi Ht ia rery 
promising Tho dopriaslon had had an tf- 
feot upon the financial resources of tho dio- 
cese, but they had succeeded in getting 
along without withdrawing any of the mis- 
alona. His Lordehip expressed himself as 
deeply intereated In tho project for tho cnn- 
f^derution cf tho Church of England in 
Canada. The Brillah Columbia dio- 
ceses had subacribod to tho gen- 
eral plan of ooufederation, but there 
were a"Ill dlfficultlea In tho way. Ho waa 
an Englishman himself, and owed hia ap- 
pointment and allegiance to the Archbishop 
of C*nterbnrv, but thought it would be best 
that all the Ciuadlan bishopa sbonld owe 
thoir allegiance to the Primate of Canada. 
Thero had been a very voluminons oorre- 
spondenco in connection with the eonsecra- 
tion of the new bishop of Westminster, there 
beicg a doubt as to whether he sbonld snb- 
Boribn allegiance to the Arohblahop of Can- 
terbury or the Archbishop of Ruperts Land, 
the I'rimate of Canada. B«bop Perrin 
favors tho organization of the three Britlab 
Columbian diocaaeu Into an ecclesiaatical 
province. The liiahop remarked that ho 
propooed to bring rho mattor to the notice of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury on his coming 
visit to iSogland.

Balance of Trade on the Half Year's BusIneBS 
Iiargeiy In FaTor of Canada. 

(B^m the Montreal Gazotto.) 

The returns of the foreign trade of the 
Bomlalon for the «ix months ending Da- 
oember 3Ut, 1894, "how a considerable 
Bhrinkaga in tho valae of importa to have 
oooarred, wMte.thfl export trade In domestic 
produota has been fully maintained. The 
Dotal amount of Roods entered for oonaump- 
tionwaa §51.572,305. as compared with SliO,- 
»9 t,0G2 in tho corresponding half year of 
1S93, showing a decline of $6,.31i!2.000, or a 
fraction over 10 per cent. The value of 
duitablo goods entered in the iwo^ porioda 
was, respectively, §28,0)1), 705 and J;J2,815,- 
718, a docreaao of about 15 per cent.; nntl of 
freo eooda entered, excluaivo of opecio, §22,- 
960,784 and $25,142,587, a docreaao of 8 i' 
per oent. Tho pi^iconugo of fren to 
total importa hua riaon from 41 to 42 per 
cone. The contriiction in this brunch of 
foreign trade haa been gouorul, few arliolea 
fornUDg an ( Xjeption, thu ohluf of tlioou bu- 
ing an iDOrtu.00 of §102 OHO in tho viiluo of 
grain imporled, of J1S,500 in cotton cloths, 
of §30.000 in onttou thread, of §17,000 in 
hats, caps and bionets, and of §09.000 in 
jewelry and watohoa and miinufaoturea of 
gold and ailver. To tho (|uiot condition of 
baainesB tho oouotry ovur, tho cxeroiau of 
OBuCion on tho part of tradora in taking in 
stock, and thu fall in values, thu doolinu in 
the imports ts attributable. A nolitbla in 
oreaaa ocears in the oaae of raw cotton, tho 
import of which was larger by §180,000 In the 
last! half of 1894 than in tho correspond- 
ing period of tho preceding year, and it 
la alao worthy of remark that tho value of 
raw tobacco brought in wiia groatisr by 
if 1 3 1,000, and of toa by §170,000. Tho in- 
croaaod importation of tea ia probably due 
to i',n approhenaion that the war between 
China and Japan may oauao an advanoo in 
tnii price cf that ctm;nodlly. 

Tho export trade of the half year wia oa a 
whole, fairly satisfnctory, ita aggregate 
value having been §72.599,132 oa coinp in d 
with §77 004,390 in the like period of 1893 
Thei!0 figures indicate u 8hrink.ig« of abju' 
live million dollars, bub it is important to 
ohso'vo that practically tho wholu of thia do- 
oline is due to a leaaoned export of Amoriuin 
agricultural producia, wnich wero ahipped 
m rough Canadian porta lo tho valiiu ot 
§7,338 C81 in 1893, and to tho value of only 
$1,850,200 luat year. ThIa docreaao is, of 
oourao, regrettable ainoo it involves loaa of 
freight to inland and ooean veasola and to 
the railways, and also loaa of profit on tho 
handling to both labor and capital, but ii 
ia not ao great a misfortune as would bo a 
similar redaction in the export value of 
Canadian produota. Of home oommoditiea 
we shipped to tho amount of $67,417,169 in 
the lasii half of 1894, aa compared with $67,- 
705.213 in tho laat naif of 1803, ao that in 
roapocb of Canadian produota exported the 
trade haa been well maintained. The details

Hot SprlDBS, Arkansas, Beported to Be the 
Scene of an Epidemic. 

St. Lodis, Mo,, Feb. 27.— An afternoon 
paper states that the morning train from 

iho South brought throo hundred acared 
paaaongora from Hot Sprlnga, Ark., who 
loft that reoort in a hurry yoat'srday to 
avoid tho danger of amullpox. They de- 
clared that tho dlaouBO hau become epidomio, 
and that tho arij,\Gi;nt towns had eatabliahod 
a rigid (luarantine, tho autboritioa at Mal- 
vern compelling tho trainmen to lock tho 
doors of the euro on Iho p'jiBsongDrs while 
tho trains iiasaej through that town. (Jen- 
eral Pusaongor Agent Townaond of tho Iron 
Mountain railway, alaten to-day that the 
reports were greatly oxaggtratod. 

A dispatch recoivod from Chief Surgeon 
Outten, of that road, says there are only 
three or four cases at tho Springo, and those 
are boing treated in an iaolated building 
throo miloa from the city. There wore four 
or five oasea of smallpox at Malvorn, how- 
ever, and for this reason tho Iron Mountain 
road runs its trains through that city with 
closed doors.

If we had the luck of lobsters, so that 

a now fliiger ■wonld kindly roplaco the 
loss of ono cnt off or luutilntud by hay 
cuttor, baseball, baud ohoppiug or care- 
less fooling •with maohinery, or if wo 
could have a new pair of liaiids every 
seven years, then our aboiniiuiblo short- 
si,>,'htod treatuioiit of tlioso faithful ser- 
vitors would uot bo so idiotic, so iuex- 
ousablo. But as oiioh person who outers 
this mysterious life is supplied with but 
one pair to last perhaps noaily a cou- 
tnry, isn't it strange and stupid that wo 
do so abnso them? 

I am just now loo'.dug at my own. 
Nature or inheritance gave mo a small, 
well shaped hand. How did 1 treat tlio 
gift? A queer old cook we used to have 
when I was a little girl liked to indulge 
in the excruciating habit of crackinj,- 
her linger joints ono after tlu) otlier. 
Too uniilcasaut; alnio.st tonioutioni I 
used to watoli her with liorror, tlien 
wonder, tlien admiration, and at hist 
came an etVurt at imitation. 1 couldn't 
become 'M cxiiiTt, but I certainly did 
succrcd in eulargiii;^ two joint.s before 
■discovered and punished. I presume 
many am dciiiig the same tiling today. 

Tlien, being of a nervous tenipera- 
lueut, 1 boKan to bits my nails and kept 
it up for year.'--. I am ashamed to con- 
fess ir, l)ut cvm now when puzzled or 
distressi'il or in deep thought I have to 
light to keep my loft thumb away from 
iny month. I know a college president 
who sins in this way and many nccom- 
lilished women, but that does not alter 
tho fact that biting tlio nails is a fla- 
grant breach ot good manners, besides 
rniBing tho appearance of the hand. 

Babies' thumbs must bo kept from 
being sucked. A physician oiu'o told 
ine that; a certain fami ly who had for' 
generations inherited ugly upper jaws [ 
and homely cut mouths owed this un- ' 
pleasant feature to tho fact that tho 
children had been for generations per- 
mitted to go to sleep with thumb in 
xuouth. 

Nails badly bitten are beyond restora- 
tion. No manicuro treatment can ever 
restore their shape or even make them 
pretty. I do not believe in patronizing 
the manicuring establishment too fre- 
quently. Tho leachin},' treatment makes 
somo nails brittle and an excessive pol- 
ish, .unnatural out and berouged finger 
tips are not oousidereid the boat stylo. 
The great secret of their success and 
oonscciuont money making is the ten 
minute soak in warm soajisuds prior to 
the polishing proces.s. Absolute cleanli- 
ness is the great essential, and that can 
be gained at home. 

Every ono should have on toilet table 
a bottle of nmnionia, somo Indian or 
almond moal, a half lemon to remove 
stains and some simple salvo or cold 
cream or camphor ice. Dingy, unoarod 
for nails blackball their owner. They 
are fatal, worse even than bad grammar 
or decayed teoth. Nails should always 
bo cleaned with an orange wood stick 
which comes for that purpose. Let tho 
flesh aronnd the nail bo pushed back by 
the thumb carefully. Never cut round. 

Ink- spots, fruit stains, tho grime that 
works into the flesh from daily drudgoi-y, 
can all bo easily removed. Once in 
awhile one sees a nail on a little finger 
of a foreigner or clerk or dressmaker or 
somo one who ought to know bettor al- 
lowed to grow to nn abnormal length. 
Are they trying to enmlato tho Hindoos, 
fanatics or dovotoos who sit motionless 
for monthB until their nails grow to re- 
semble snakes and birds build in their 
hair? Bah! 

I know a wonKin who is a workinj,' 
liousokeeptn', doing all sorts of work — 
can harness or groom or feed a horse, 
wash a carriage or grease tho wheels, 
load lumber into a cart, just as easily as 
she makes an omelet soufllo or a chick- 
en pie that molts in tho mouth — and her 
hands .are still the liand.s of a lady. ,Slio 
has several pairs of gloves, besides mit- 
teu.s for blacking stove, on a shelf in tho 
kitchen and never goes out without 
hands being covorod. Others are al- 
ways litirniiig, scalding, jamming, 
seratcliiiig llieir hands, going at and 
into everything literally without gloves. 
Gloves must be on when a lady leaves 
lier door for a walk or drive. That has 
been given as a tost between a lady and 
her maid, who usually goes out bare- 
handed to struggle her red flst into a 
tight pair on the street. Gloves, like 
shoos, must bo easy to bo elegant, but 
never get too long fiugors. Nothing 
gives a more shabby, helpless look 
than twisted ends to I ho flatters of a 
glove. Strildng colors are avoided by 
tho best bred people. Old glovos worn 
at iiiKht after the hands have been care- 
fully washed and rubbod with glycerin 
and rosewater, camphorated ice, cold 
cream or somo such simple emolient 
will keep the hands from roughness or 
chapping or cracked fingers. 

There is much to be told from the 
hand apart from tho art of palmistry. 
When Heron Allen, now a successful 
lawyer in London, was tho fasliion in 
New York and other cities, pretty belles 
wanting a little excitement would glad- 
ly pay him §35 to have their hands read, 
and his charge of ^;50 for going to a 
private lujuso to entertain in this w;'.y 
was not considered too high, and ho 
was kept busy until the fad wore itself 
out. He was a shrewd student of human 
nature, telling faded widows and restless 
divorcMKis that their best and brightest 
days wore yet to como, that true lovo 
was in store for them, with wealth, etc. 

Today Choiro is repeating this success 
and seems m.arvelously correct in his 
estimati'S (.i' rhnr-ArAr.i. But he does uot 
read the liarul alone. Wo all are living 
opistles lo Ijii Icnowii and read by those 
who can reail. It is impossible, how- 
-ever, to read from lines on left hand 
r that a man will die before his wife, or 



that you will soon succumb to heart 
failure, or have an eligible offer, or re- 
ceive nnlooked for money, or cross tho 
ocean to meet your fate. The credulous 
are often greatly influenced by such 
humbug, and it is unwise to try to find 
out the future. Horace Greeley advised 
strongly against such "poking and 
peering and prying" into the secrets of 
tomorrow or next year. 

All can judge by a person's hand of 
his reflnonient and artistic tasto or lack 
of it, of his life as given to luxury, la- 
bor, business or a professional career. 
Tho use of the hands at table is a posi- 
tive revealear ^of pna's'Mnoation in good 
manners. I have seen Bome'fnrmers w'ho 
go through all tho agricultural opera- 
tions with thoir knives and forks — alas, 
principally tho former I Thoy rake and 
boa and pitch in as if still in the field. 

Much is told by a handshake. The 
hand should never bo extended unless 
it can carrj- with it a spirit of cordiali- 
ty, at least courtesy. A chilling superior 
touch of tho hand is disagreeable to en- 
counter, almost as bad as the muscular, 
unmeaning grab from a chauco acquaint- 
;uk;o who cares nothing for you, but 
has this mechanical grip for all. The 
high shake of the present is no great 
shako.s, after all. 

Keep your hands occupied with some 
work or some oocomplishniont. Any- 
thing is hotter than a lily white lazy 
hand of no use to any one. 

Previous to the twelfth centurj' the 
Supreme Being was represented by a 
hand extended from the clouds. Some- 
times the hand is open, with rays issu- 
ing from tho fingers, geiK^rally in the 
act of benediction. We speak now of 
tho band of providence, also of tho hand 
of justice, an allusion to the scepter 
used by kings, which had an ivory hand 
at tho top. 

What kind of hands have you? Very, 
very soon our bands will stilTon in 
death, their work all past. Two hands 
crossed on the breast, and labor is done. 
Blessed, then, tho remembrance of hands 
that have never taken what belonged to 
others nor accepted a bribe nor offered 
k temptation, but kept the palm clean 
and did something worth the doing. 

Blo.'^sed now and ever tho warm, lov- 
ing mother hand, the rough, toil hard- 
ened hand of tho conscientious father, 
the hand that has ditTuscd happiness 
and comfort.

Those with canvas seat and back are 
moro desirable than tho usual steamer 
chair, as tho canvas adapts itself to tho 
form, whilo cho stiff cano work of tho 
latter merely gives support. Bagdad, 
goatskin and fur rugs are thrown over 
them and in somo cases completely con- 
ceal the framework. Down pillows of 
various sizes for tho head and for fitting 
into undesirable hollows are piled in 
them, and tho result is a most luxurious 
piece of furniture. 

For those who cannot afford tbe fur 
rugs, but are desirous of warmth and 
softness in tho covering, thero is noth- 
ing better than a padded cover, like ono 
described and illustrated for Tho House- 
hold. These ought to be wide and long, 
to cover both seat and back and allow 
for tho chair to bo stretched out to its 
fullest extent. 

Take a comforter, such as in used for 
bods, selecting one that is light. Stretch 
tho chair out and place tho comforter 
over it, donbled, then cut to lit the 
chair, taking care that it does not ox- 
tend beyond the framework at tho sides. 
Sow the sides that aro out firmly togeth- 
er and cover tho whole plainly on both 
sides with somo soft, pretty figured 
chintz or sateen. Then take three strips 
of plain sateen, one and a half times the 
length of tho cover, and puff thorn up 
and down tho whole length of it, plac- 
ing ono in tho middle and the other two 
on the sides. This will take away tho 
straight, plain look that the cover oth- 
erwise would have and inako it quite 
ornamental. Along the edges of tho 
puffs, at regular intorval.s, tack through 
the doubled cover with strong linen 
thread to keep it firmly in place. It may 
bo further ornamented with a full dou- 
ble rnfilo of tho figured goods inserted 
between tho edges of tho other covering. 
Rings aro sewed to tho edge on tho un- 
der side, through which tapes aro placed 
to fasten to tho chair and hold it in 
place. The outer covering may be of 
very beautiful and expensive material if 
desired. 



X&u£:ii or CarpetH? 

We are constantly being asked, says 
Decorator and Furnisher, whether it is 
bettor to uso rug.'? or a carpet covering 
every exposed inoh of flooring in carpet- 
ing a room. On the score of convenience 
and ease of handling the modern or 
oriental rug suggests itself, but the deal 
floor of the average house, in nine cases 
out of ten, is too rough and open in tbe 
joints to make good work "stained and 
varnished," and even if under favorable 
conditions you start fair tho threshold 
will become shabbj' in 12 months with 
average traffic, in three months with a 
heavy ono. If ono goes to the expense of 
a parquetry floor, whore is tho modem 
housemaid that knows how to take care 
of it? It gets ficratched, the grain fills 
with dirt, and the charm is gone. 

It frequently h.appens that where a 
dominant tono of color is ri^quircd in tho 
carjjet to carry out a certain color 
ficbemo tho best effect is obtained by 
covering tho room entirely with the car- 
pet, but in most cases an oriental or ax- 
minstiT carjji't woven in one piece or a 
r\v^ iii.ulodf I Iks iiiirrow widths of carp(!t 
sewed together and bordered will prove 
tho most desirable kind of floor cover- 
ing. Tho exposed flooring can bo treated 
in many ways. It may lie c{)verod with 
fine, close india matting, too fino for its 
fibers to bo torn up hy boots, or tho spaci^ 
may bo tillerl in with jilain dark lino- 
leum or with plain carpc.'t of a color 
that will harmonize with tho rug. 



New Tea Tablo Cover. 

A now fashion is to make linen cov- 
ers for tho it o'cdook tea table with a 
valance. Ono seen and described by The 
Housewife has the part that covers the 
top of tho table cut in a square to fit it. 
Tho valiuice, which is about 12 inches 
deep, is gathered so that it is moderate- 
ly full and fastened to the center by a 
small cord or welt covered with white 
linen. Tho valanco is flnisbod at the 
lower odgo by .a liiiiiistitch an inch wide. 
The S(]uare that covers the table top is 
bordore'd b}- conventionalized primroses 
about the sizo of a 20 cent silver piece 
and by many leaves. Tho colors aro 
opalescent, one flower being worked in 
softest violet or a pinkish shadSi ono in 
pale gold and others in pale old rose and 
a very soft bluish green. Tho loaves aro 
all of the gruen. Both flowers and loaves 
aro worked in long and short stitohes. 
The same fiowers that border the center 
are scattered singly and fnr apart over 
the valanco. 



SelicIoiiH Moahed Potato. 

Thoro is mashed potato and niaslied 
potato. Somo is watery and heavy, iiiid 
some is noted for its frothy lightness. 
The secret of the latter, according to 
one lion.sewifo, is tho pinch of baking 
])nwder which is added along with tho 
lililo milk and butter that everybody 
puts in. The mixture should bo beaten 
hard and fast with a fork.

U-itish Columbia as tho World on the NVing, 
is in Montreal on a buainoBS trip. Uo ia an 
OQihutijBt in regard to tho present and 
future of the Pacitia provinoo, both about 
tno climatic conditions and unbounded ro- 
s^uroea of tho baby member of oonfedora- 
tion. Ho has been about a month orosa- 
ing tho continent, taking in tho principal 
towns along tho route of tho C. P.R. Con 
aiderlng that in 188(1 Vancouver contained 
but a few buikiiug^ loft by tho groat Gro, 
aud 'o ciay that it haa about a population 
of iil.OOO, with clean and well laid out 
otreuiu iuiil handjonio Ijuildirgi, he bulieves 
that ho lino reuain to be proud if his oily. 
Tho iniuini.! and ..uriculi ural diatrictB of tho 
oouniry ;:lto cauto hiu boaotn to onoll with 
prilc. Hep growing, lui a:iye, iu tliia prov- 
inoo io iniikii^j; ri'iniu kub.e airidua. 
I When seen by a Uuzjtte reporter, ho dio- 
olainied l)Bing u " b.ioaior " of his provitce, 
but aaid ht) was alwaya wllliog to give isfor- 
Illation about the province of wbiuh he has 
been a resident for eleven years. 

In roitard to mining prosprots, he said : 
" TheiB is every indiodition that Cariboo 
will ba the Centre of attraction for gold 
miaing, at any rate. Tho gold in thero, 
and all that is needed is capital to place 
plants adapted to cake it out. Promioent 
jVluDcrealers have invested largely there and 
so soon as ihe gold bars are expressed to the 
banka, whluh they undoubtedly will bo next 
■uminer, they will not regret their iuvest- 
ni'-nt. Their confidence In that sootion 
was the moans (f inducing a number ot 
wealthy Ganadiana to take stock for 
tlio pui poBQ cf developirg mining 
pri'pcriiea in Cariboo. Thia io ua it alit-uld 
be, but Cipltalista iiiCmada generally, lot 
It apply to any province, have ovoiloukod, 
so faraal am ablu to judge, many opportu- 
nitiee for nviking fortunei', I might suy mil- 
lions, ill Wool Kootoi.ny, wliicli now gooo 
into the pockete of cnlorprliil-ig Americans. 
Thero ia no denyitg this fact, oven with 
ailvtr a^ 6U ciinis, uniug to tho riohneiie 
of the mined the owners, are piling up their 
wealth and with every month's work their 
mines .'ool; better. 

IVe Kootonay diatriot and Cariboo are 
not tho only places where gold is mined. 
The O^ooyos division of Yale district con- 
tains soma of the most extensive gold quartz 
mioes in the province, C*mp Falrviow, 
south c{ Okanagan lake, ii stiii prodlioiog a 
nice 8um of gold daily. The Mornicg' ?'ar 
mine, ownid by a couple of young men 
that! I have known tor years, hia been 
yloldirg S.'iaO a day in gold for a number of 
weeks It is run through a ten atamp 
mill. It only oosta them §1 a ton to mine 
and deliver the ore at; the mill. There are 
a number if m<nea at Fairview which yield 
ore thatgoes S15 to the ton. At Camp Mo- 
Kinuey, in an easterly direction from Fair- 
view, ono oompiny has been ahlppliig out 
$12,000 to 514,000 gold bars every month 
for some time. Tbey also uso a 10 stamp 
mill. At Rook (Jrcek and Boundary 
Creek in the district tho reaulta are 
equally enocaraglng. The riohgold produc- 
ing quartz mines of Trail Creek. Boundary 
Creek, Book Creek, Camp MoKinney and 
Fairview lie almost in a line eaas and west, 
within a short distance of the international 
boundary line. Then westward In tho same 
district, only a trifle more to the north, la 
where tho Tulameen or Similkamoen hydrau- 
lic properties are being opened up. This is 
well knowt to many as tho Granite Creek 
country, for in '8.3 and '86 it was a lively 
camp and yielded many thousands in gold." 

GERMAN NAVY. 

No Intention to Increasa the Strength of 
the National Harlne Beyond a 
Uoderate Limit. 

Berlin, Feb. 28. — The reichstag debated 
the naval budget to-day. Dr. Leiber, as 
reporter of the budRet committee, announced 
that the government had told them it did 
not propose to have the total number of 
iroDclada exceed foarteen, and wished to 
replace before 1900 only two of the obsolete 
battleahipa. The admiralty's intention was 
to build only ono firBt clasa cruiser and not 
more than seven a' coud class cruisers to 
meet tho present noeda of the navy.

Berlin, Feb, 28 — Visoonnt Aokl, Jap- 
nnete minister to Germany, said to-day in 
an interview with a reporter of tho Lok&l- 
Anzeiger : " Without a cession of territory 
China cannot reckon on the termination of 
the war. While It is fnlly understood that 
China mast indemnify us for onr expenses 
ia the war, I am aware that the European 
powers may interfere to prevent a cession of 
territory, but It Is to bo hoped that tho Jap- 
anese government will maintain its position 
that the cooolusionof peace, equally with the 
coDfllot, concerns Japan and China alone. 
Foreseeing that tho war would involvo the 
risk of oomplioationa with tho powers, Japan 
did everything to avert hoatilitioa and tried 
to Bottle tho Korean question peaceably. 
Ohiiui made I liid impoaaiblo. Japiin ia wil- 
lii'g at any moniont to pgreo to terms which 
are in any way accuptublo and honest."

FBANCB AND SAN DOMINGO. 

Legitimate Claims of the Former Which 
Shonld Be Bnbmltted to Arbitration. 

LoKDON, Feb. 28.— The Timea oorres- 
ponent in Paris scouts the idea of a conflict 
between France and the United States over 
the French attitude to San Domingo. " It 

is true, however," he says, " that certain 
French settlors have made all sorts of claims 
against which San Domingo protests. 
This shows that arbitration Is necessary at 
the earliest possible moment. The principles 
and traditions of the Uoitod States forbid 
its looking on with indifference whenever a 
European power amnmea an Impetions atti- 
tude towards any Amerioan state, especially 
when, as here, the citizens of tho 
United States have spent money in 
tho country and have oapital guaran- 
teed by onstoms which the foreigners 
may meaace. On the other hand, France, 
which certainly has u griovanoo against Sin 
Domingo, oinnot think i f renouncing her 
claims on tho mero refusal to accept tbom. 
The inevitable conclusion is that the only 
means of settlement ia arbitration."

Discassed at the Women's Connetl-OplnloDS 
of State Governon— IndlKnant Protest 
of the Committee. 

Wasui.noto.v, Feb. 28 —In tho Women's 
Counoil to-day Mra. Ellon B. Dlotriok, of 
Cambridge, Mats., preaentcd the report of 
the atanding oomtnitteo on divorce reform, 
which coutalna aovonteon replica from in- 
quirlea addreased to tho governors of forty- 
eight atatoa on the divorce lawa. 

Tho Governor of South Dakota replied 
that hia time waa at prcaont ongroaaod with 
atatfl matters, but ho would give tho matter 
consideration when ho had leiauro. Ho has 
nut yet had leianro. Tho Governor of Id.iho 
wrote : At present I am too busy to give 
thio matter my attention, but will try at 
Gomo future time, to take it up with you 
That future time haa not yet arrived. 
The Governor of Iowa wrote: Tho 
divorce laws of loiva I believe to bo juat 
and considerate and highly satisfactory to 
tho people of our state; my official dutlca 
arc euch oa to oconpy my entire time, bo 
that it la irrposBlble for me to be of any aer- 
vico to you in the dirootion indicated. Ten 
governors replied politely and evasively that 
they wuold give tho rcqueat " careful atten- 
tion." Only two governora, Grennhalge, cf 
Maaaaohusfitta and Governor Biown, of 
Khodo la'and, aa tho ODmuiitteo reported, 
wrote cordial and manly respimues, proriii.i- 
ing to do ail in thoir power to carry out 
tho modoruto ai.il juHt requcat of tho 
wonien'a oounoll. The Governor of S.iuth 
Carolina wrote that hia atato had no dlvorofl 
lawa at all, and that " while the abaonce of 
divorco might work a few liardehlpn we are 
better aatlatiod thiin tho neighboring etatoa 
which have divorco lawa." The Governor of 
Dolawaro wrote very fully, giving hii opin- 
ion of both marrlogo and divorce, but 
neglected to alato whether or not he would 
comply with tho council'a rcqueat. 

I'ho report oontinuoa : " Wo might r« 
well faos tho fact that official sorvanta of the 
United Statce oberitb frank contempt for 
women's opinions and wishes, and that, 
too. In regard to a matter which 
ooncerns the welfare of woman far more 
than It does the welfare of men, as the 
i-trttiatlce given in tho former report of yo'jr 
uivoroe committee boar witneaa. Many a 
woman tempted to rldo in a carriage would 
bo immeiipely healthier and happier to uao 
her own foot. Mar.y an individual could 
live more nobly and happily wore ahe but 
allowed to expreaa hor own opinion aa to 
how she ought to live."
